To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trus- 
tee of  the  trust  funds  held  by  the  town  of  Exeter,  to 
hold  office  for  three  years. 

5th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trus- 
tee of  the  Swasey  Parkway  for  three  years. 

6th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers, 
auditors,  or  committees  for  the  ensuing-  year. 

7th.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for 
repairing  highways,  for  repairing  and  building  bridges, 
for  repairing  and  building  sidewalks,  for  building 
drains  and  sewers,  for  oiling  streets,  for  payments  of 
the  town  debt,  for  lighting  streets,  for  defraying  ex- 
penses of  decora/ting  the  graves  of  soldiers,  for  prevent- 
ing the  spread  of  insect  pests  within  the  town,  for  the 
control  of  the  white  pine  blister  disease,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  firemen  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  for  other 
charges  arising  within  the  town. 


in  width  and  bearing  the  same  width  to  the  low  water 
mark  of  Squamscott  River,  containing  approximately 
three  (3)  acres  with  a  right-of-way  over  land  of  Exe- 
ter Country  Club  appurtenant  thereto. 

15th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000.00) 
to  purchase  land  of  Gulf  Oil  Company  for  a  parking 
area,  and  to  authorize  the  selectmen  in  their  discretion 
to  negotiate  the  amount  of  land  to  be  acquired,  the  pur- 
chase price  and  all  other  terms  of  the  purchase  so 
authorized.

18th.  On  petition  of  twenty-three  voters  of  the  town 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  revoke  the  adoption  of 
the  provisions  of  (The  Town  Manager  form  of  govern- 
ment) Chapter  37  of  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  as 
heretofore  adopted  by  the  town  of  Exeter  by  voting  by 
ballot  upon  the  following  question :  "Do  you  favor  the 
continuation  of  the  town  manager  plan  as  now  in  force 
in  this  town?". 

19th.  On  petition  of  fourteen  voters  of  the  town  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Water  Depart- 
ment to  purchase  and  install,  with  Water  Department 
funds,  the  necessary  equipment  for  the  purpose  of 
fluoridation  of  the  town  water. 

20th.  On  petition  of  sixteen  voters  of  the  town  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  employ  a  visiting  nurse  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three  thousand  nine 
hundred  dollars  ($3,900.00)  for  salary  and  travel  ex- 
penses for  one  year.  A  committee  of  five  (5)  including 
the  Health  Officer  to  be  appointed  by  the  moderator  to 
establish  and  supervise  the  program. 


8th,  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and 
other  officers  and  committees  heretofore  chosen  and 
pass  any  vote  arising  therefrom. 

9th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
town  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

10th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  revenue 
of  the  water  department. 

11th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed 
matter  to  call  attention  to  the  resources  and  natural  ad- 
vantages of  the  town  and  to  assist  on  planning  and  de- 
velopment for  the  benefit  of  the  town  in  cooperation 
with  other  towns  coordinated  in  the  Seacoast  Regional 
Development  Association,  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
($500.00). 

12th.  On  petition  of  Daniel  P.  Herlihy  and  ten  oth- 
ers to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200.00)  for  the 
purpose  of  eight  Band  Concerts  to  be  played  in  the 
Swasey  Pavilion  by  the  Exeter  Brass  Band  during  the 
summer  of  1958. 

13th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  in  their  discretion  to  restore,  repair  or  re- 
move the  Statue  of  Justice  on  the  cupola  of  the  Town 
Hall  and  to  repair,  renovate  or  remove  said  cupola,  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  dol- 
lars ($9,000.00)  to  be  expended  in  whole  or  in  part  for 
this  purpose. 

14th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  convey  to  Exeter  Country  Club  a  parcel  of  land 
owned  by  the  town  situated  on  the  westerly  side  of  Jady 
Hill  Avenue,  containing  two  (2)  acres,  more  or  less,  in 
exchange  for  a  parcel  of  land  to  be  conveyed  by  the 
Exeter  Country  Club  to  the  town  of  Exeter  lying  ap- 
proximately one  thousand  fifty  (1,050)  feet  west  of  said 
Jady  Hill  Avenue,  being  three  hundred  fifty  (350)  feet

Submitted  herewith  is  the  Audit  Report  as  made  by 
Hunt's  Accounting  Service,  as  requested  by  the  vote  of 
your  town. 

Scope  of  Audit 
All  departments  of  the  Town  government  were  audit- 
ed :  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collecter, 
Clerk,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  Municipal  Court  and 
Library. 

Financial  Statements 

Exhibit  A-1  contains  the  Balance  Sheet  for  a  two- 
year  period.  This  Exhibit  reflects  the  Assets  (or  ac- 
counts due  the  Town)  and  the  Liabilities  (or  the  ac- 
counts owed  by  the  Town.)  The  difference  of  which 
would  show  a  Surplus  or  Debt  whichever  was  larger. 
The  financial  condition  of  the  Town  of  Exeter  at  the 
end  of  December  31,  1957,  shows  a  small  Net  Debt  of 
$29,694.18. 

Exhibit  A-2  contains  the  change  in  financial  condi- 
tion during  the  year.  The  debt  increased  by  $365.89, 
made  by  the  following  changes :

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Exhibit  A-3  shows  the  appropriations  as  raised  by 
the  Town  vote,  receipts  and  reimbursements  of  appro- 
priations, expenditures,  and  balances  as  under-expend- 
ed and  over-expended.  The  final  over-expenditure  of 
$6,416.87  is  shown  in  the  budget  summary  on  Exhibit 
A-4. 

Exhibit  A-4  shows  the  anticipated  revenues  and  the 
amounts  actually  received  by  the  Town.  The  final  ex- 
cess of  revenues  was  $5,037.24  as  shown  in  the  Budget 
Summary. 

Departments 

Exhibit  B-1  through  J  show  the  various  town  of- 
ficers' accounts.  All  monies  were  accounted  for  by  rec- 
onciling with  the  depository  banks.  Payroll  accounts 
were  checked  and  remaining  balances  verified. 

Verification  notices  were  sent  on  all  delinquent  taxes 
for  the  1957  levy. 

General  Comments 

On  Exhibit  A-3,  Statement  of  Appropriations  and 
Expenditures,  it  will  be  noted  that  transfers  were  made 
in  and  out  of  various  appropriations.  This  was  to  prop- 
erly distribute  the  expenditures  made. 

The  Parking  Meter  Account  has  been  corrected  and 
now  has  a  reserve  balance  of  $1,368.47,  which  can  be 
used  for  various  Town  highway  and  meter  needs. 

The  procedure  of  parking  meter  fines  has  been 
changed  from  Police  Department  income  to  General 
Fund  income  of  the  Town. 

To  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Exeter,  many  thanks 
for  the  cooperation  and  aid  given  to  me  during  the 
course  of  the  audit.

Hig'hway  Department  Report 
for  1957 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town 
Manager: 

Herein  is  my  report  for  the  year  1957  accounting 
for  some  of  the  activities  of  the  department. 

All  or  part  of  forty-six  streets  and  roads  were 
sealed  with  asphalt  and  sand,  and  three  new  develop- 
ments, consisting  of  ten  new  streets,  were  graveled 
and  graded,  and  done  with  two  coats  of  asphalt,  a  pene- 
trating coat,  and  a  seal  coat. 

There  was  about  57,000  gallons  of  asphalt  used  in 
these  operations,  including  the  mixing  of  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  cold  patch  used  by  the  department  dur- 
ing the  year.  This  cold  patch  was  mixed  by  the  de- 
partment employees  at  the  yard- 
In  addition  to  the  cold  patch  mixed  ourselves,  we 
purchased  and  hauled  481/2  tons. 

About  1,650  yards  of  gravel,  1,350  yards  of  sand 
and  20  tons  of  crushed  stone,  were  purchased,  carted 
and  used  by  the  department. 

Over  750  catch  basins  were  cleaned  out  twice  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  sewer  lines  flushed  in  the  most  im- 
portant places. 

All  parking  meter  traffic  lines,  and  all  other  street 
traffic  lines,  were  painted  twice  by  the  department. 
Also  the  maintenance  of  all  parking  meter  posts,  street 
signs,  and  traffic  signs  were  attended  to  by  the  de- 
partment. 

Our  rubbish  collection  service  collection  zones  were 
changed  over  during  the  year  from  three  days  a  week 
to  four  days  a  week  due  to  the  increase  in  the  service 
required. 

Our  T.R.A.  funds,  with  the  State  Highway  aid, 
were  applied  to  straightening  and  widening  a  part  of 
the  Neck  Road,  continuing  on  from  what  was  done 
in  1956. 

Over  300  feet  of  new  sewer  line  was  installed,  along 
with  two  new  manholes,  in  Arbor  Court,  connecting 
Parker  and  Arbor  Streets.  This  was  done  by  the  de- 
partment employees. 

Our  hardest  and  most  expensive  month  for  the 
year  of  1957  on  winter  maintenance  by  the  department 
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was  January.  There  were  no  snow  storms  in  Febru- 
ary, except  the  first  day,  until  a  small  one  of  about 
three  inches  on  the  first  day  of  March,  and  that  was  the 
last  one  of  the  year. 

There  were  386  telephone  calls  of  all  kinds  for 
plugged  sewer  lines,  trees,  or  limbs  of  trees,  down  in 
the  streets  or  roads,  caused  by  high  winds,  and  calls 
about  the  rubbish  collection,  also  leaves  and  lots  of 
other  requests. 

And  in  closing  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all 
the  town  officers,  all  the  other  departments  and  their 
personnel,  the  members  of  the  Highway  Department, 
and  the  citizens  of  the  Town,  for  their  kind  and  consid- 
erate assistance  in  helping  us  perform  our  many  duties 
of  the  department.

Public  Library  Report 


To  the  Library  Committee: 

Nothing  pleases  a  library  staff  more  than  to  say 
that  1957  has  been  a  banner  year  in  many  phases  of 
library  activities.  Circulation  took  a  decided  jump  of 
three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-four  (3,984) 
over  the  number  given  out  in  the  previous  year.  Of 
this  number  the  Juvenile  Room  takes  the  credit  for 
much  of  the  increase.  This  is  partly  due  to  the  teach- 
ers' efforts  in  promoting  the  use  of  good  books  and  to 
loan  of  a  large  number  of  books  to  the  teachers. 

In  order  to  help  the  High  School  students  to  under- 
stand the  facilities  of  the  library  and  their  use  classes 
of  instruction  were  held  outside  library  regular  hours. 
The  groups  varied  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  and  to- 
taled one  hundred  ninety-eight.  The  value  of  this  in- 
struction was  revealed  by  the  greater  ease  with  which 
the  students  located  the  desired  reference  material.  One 
will  understand  the  necessity  of  such  instruction  be- 
cause the  time  available  for  individual  attention  to  pa- 
trons by  members  of  the  library  staff  should  be  devoted 
to  the  more  difficult  research  problems  rather  than  the 
routine  ones. 

Community  Cooperation 

The  Staff  and  Committee  are  extremely  grateful  to 
the  Garden  Club  of  Exeter  for  its  generous  gift  to  the 
library.  The  seeding  of  the  lawn  and  the  planting  of 
the  shrubs  will  add  much  to  the  attractiveness  of  the 
surroundings. 

The  continued  cooperation  by  the  various  church 
groups  in  supplying  drivers  for  the  library  staff  to  call 
at  the  Eventide  Home  with  books  has  been  very  help- 
ful. Such  assistance  makes  it  convenient  to  serve 
patrons  unable  to  come  to  the  library. 

Library  Outstanding 

An  outstanding  contribution  by  Mrs.  Summerfield 
was  her  service  as  librarian  for  the  University  Exten- 
sion Course  given  at  the  Elementary  School  weekly 
from  September  9th  to  December  16th.  Miss  Virginia 
Haviland  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  Staff  presented 
a  course  on  "Juvenile  Literature"  and  each  week  over 
a  hundred  books  were  charged  and  discharged.  In  this 
project  the  State  Library  Extension  Service,  which  now 
has  a  branch  in  Exeter  cooperated. 
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Children's  Room 

Nine  home  room  groups  from  the  Elementary 
School  accompanied  by  their  teachers  visited  the  li- 
brary, during  the  year,  many  of  the  children  for  the 
first  time.  It  was  a  real  pleasure  to  see  them  fascinated 
by  the  great  variety  of  books  for  their  use. 

One  of  the  outstanding  programs  of  the  year  was 
given  by  a  children's  authoress  from  London,  Miss  Stel- 
la Mead,  who  delighted  the  children  with  her  charming 
story-telling. 

During  Children's  Book  Week  Mrs.  Lusona,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Junior  Woman's  Club,  read  stories  to  the 
young  people. 

In  November  Mrs.  Robert  Kesler's  Cub  Scouts  were 
given  instruction  about  mending  books  to  assist  them 
to  earn  their  Merit  Badges. 

New  Equipment 

To  care  for  the  expansion  of  the  valuable  complete 
file  of  The  Exeter  Neivs-Letter,  a  new  cabinet  was  in- 
stalled in  the  Reference  Room,  and  there  was  also  add- 
ed a  new  case  in  the  Juvenile  Room. 

Change  in  Committee 

During  the  year  Exeter  lost  the  services  on  the  Li- 
brary Committee  of  Myron  R.  Williams,  member  of  the 
Phillips  Exeter  Academy  faculty  who  had  served  faith- 
fully since  1939.  Those  associated  with  him  on  the 
Book  Committee  were  aware  of  his  keen  interest  in  fine 
literature. 

The  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  selection  of  a  capable 
replacement  in  the  person  of  Paul  E.  Molloy,  member 
of  the  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  faculty  who  has  shown 
himself  to  be  an  enthusiastic  member  of  the  Committee. 

For  cooperation  and  loyal  support  of  the  staff  the 
librarian  is  indeed  grateful.

A  Glance  at  1957  Activities 

SELECTMEN   AND   MANAGER   REPORT    (General) 

Your  selectmen  and  town  manager  have  kept  with- 
in their  budget  as  far  as  possible  except  for  accounts 
which  cannot  be  controlled  due  to  weather,  unexpected 
circumstances,  etc. 

One  of  our  overdrafts,  the  Town  Hall  and  Other 
Buildings  Account,  was  caused  in  part  by  unexpected 
repairs  to  the  court  room.  Part  of  the  ceiling  fell  mak- 
ing the  rest  of  the  ceiling  unsafe  so  that  it  all  was 
removed  and  replaced.  The  court  room  was  then  re- 
decorated along  with  the  rest  of  the  offices. 

Also,  in  order  to  create  more  office  space  a  wall 
was  removed  in  the  town  offices  and  additional  counter 
space  built  in. 

The  Town  Hall  auditorium  walls  were  washed  and 
the  floor  sanded  and  refinished. 

The  Hall  water  supply  lines  were  replaced  from 
street  lines  throughout  the  lower  part  of  the  Hall. 

Engineers  were  engaged  to  estimate  the  cost  of 
repairs  or  replacement  of  the  belfry  and  statue. 

Election  and  registration  account  was  overdrawn 
because  of  the  two  special  town  meetings  held  on  Water 
Department  improvements.  Through  the  generosity 
of  Alvan  T.  Fuller,  $250,000  in  funds  were  loaned  the 
town  interest  free  for  the  water  improvement. 

Due  to  the  untimely  death  of  our  Tax  Collector, 
the  selectmen  appointed  a  replacement  to  fill  the  un- 
expired term  and  they  chose  Mrs.  Richards. 

The  Police  Department,  through  state  legislation, 
came  under  the  town's  jurisdiction  September  1,  1957, 
thus  eliminating  the  Police  Commissioners. 

Again  through  Alvan  T.  Fuller,  $2,500  in  funds 
were  obtained  to  help  on  the  Dutch  elm  disease  re- 
moval. It  was  decided  to  help  private  owners  of  dis- 
eased trees  out  of  the  Fuller  fund  on  a  two-thirds 
cost  basis.  This  has  worked  out  well  both  for  the 
owners  and  for  the  elimination  of  the  disease. 

The  Fire  Department  is  partially  equipped  with 
radio  through  Civil  Defense  funds  and  plans  are  to 
make  the  installation  complete  in  the  near  future.  The 
radio  has  helped  tremendously  and  will  in  a  short  time 
save  its  cost  by  the  savings  it  causes  in  manpower 
and  fire  equipment. 


Mrs.  Field  resigned  as  welfare  agent  in  June  and 
her  services  have  been  greatly  missed.  The  town 
manager  took  over  her  duties. 

Dorothy  Carter  also  resigned  as  milk  license  agent. 
Her  service  was  greatly  appreciated.  The  manager 
is  now  handling  her  duties. 

The  total  highway  appropriation  shows  an  over- 
draft due  partly  to  the  failure  of  two  pieces  of  equip- 
ment, making  it  necessary  for  extensive  repairs  or  re- 
placement. It  was  decided  to  replace  them.  It  was 
also  decided  to  enlarge  the  original  plans  of  two-space 
storage  to  a  three-space  storage  garage  even  though 
we  had  underestimated  on  the  original  plan.  Weather 
played  a  big  part  as  to  funds  for  winter  and  summer 
maintenance. 

Also  underestimated  was  the  amount  of  new  streets 
expected  to  be  accepted.  We  have  accepted  approxi- 
mately 11/4  niiles  of  new  streets  of  which  only  about 
40%  have  been  surfaced. 

The  street  lighting  study  committee  was  organ- 
ized and  Bruno  Kucharski  elected  chairman. 

The  Town  Planning  Committee  was  organized  and 
Richard  I.  LaPerle  was  elected  chairman. 

The  committee  to  study  the  change  of  the  town's 
fiscal  year  met  and  it  was  decided  nothing  could  be 
done  at  this  time  as  the  Legislature  sets  the  fiscal 
year  for  all  towns. 

Due  to  the  understanding  between  the  selectmen 
and  town  manager,  the  committee  appointed  to  assist 
in  the  operation  of  the  manager  plan  was  not  called 
upon  to  function. 

The  selectmen  and  manager  meet  regularly  each 
Thursday  night  to  transact  the  town  business.  Dur- 
ing this  year  it  was  necessary  to  have  several  extra 
meetings  which  means  your  selectmen  devote  consid- 
erable time  from  their  own  business  to  the  operation 
of  your  town. 

On  the  following  pages  of  the  town  report  is  a 
breakdown  of  the  costs  of  the  town's  operation.  It  also 
shows  that  town  business  is  big  business  and  as  such 
needs  your  help  in  deciding  vital  issues  now  before 
it  and  expected  to  come  before  it  in  the  future. 

Please  study  your  report  and  take  part  in  town 
meeting  not  only  in  the  discussions  but  by  voting  ac- 
cording to  your  wishes. 
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
